BYE -LAWS 
1 . In these hyc-laws- - 
(a ) Rickshaw means a tricycle of a special type propelled by human 

labour for carrying passengers . 
( b ) Driver means the person who propels & rickshaw 
2 The Executive Officer shall be the Lioensing Officer , and any official 
authorised by the Cantonment Board , shall act as Licensing Inspector for the 
purpose of these bye-laws. 

3 . No person shall kecp any Rickshaw , or permit any ricksbaw of which he 
is the owner , to ply for hire , within tho limits of the Cantonment, except 
under a licence granted in this bohalf by the ( untonmont Board . 

4 A licence uiler hyc -law 3 shall , on a application of the proprietor of 
& rickshaw and on payment of the following fee , be issued by the liconsing 
officer, in the form specified in the Appendix to these rules All livonces 
issued for the financial year shall terminate on the 31st of March and the

5 . No licence shall be issued under bye law 4 until thc rickshaw has been 
approved by the Executive Offioer as complying with the following conditions : 

( A ) that it is not more than 5 feet wide over all ; 
(b ) that it is in good order and repair in all its parts ; 
(0 ) that it is provided with 
( i) three lights , one in front and two lights one on each side of the 

rickshaw on the mud guards ; 
( ii ) a red reflector at the rear ; 
( iii ) cyclo klaxon horn ; 
( iv ) pneumatic tyres ; 
(v ) onc effective brake ; 
(vi) a leather or canvas hood and cushions ; 
(vii) mechanigrn in good state or repair and 

( viii) a completo repair outfit . 
6 . Licences issued under bye - law 4 shall be numbered serially and the 
number of the licence shall be printed on a conspicuous part of the rickshaw to 
which the licence relates . 

7 . The number of porsons to be carriol alall not exceed two with 10 seers ," 
of luggage in the aggregate. 

Explanation : ----For the purposes of this bye - law , two children each legs 
than twelve years of age , shall be reckoncıl as one person . 

8 . The licence granted under bye -law (4 ) can be transferred on payment of 
a fee of rupoe one, only if notice of the transfer of ownership of a rickshaw 18 
given in writing to the Executive Officer by tho transferee within one week 
from the date of transfer . The Executive Officer shall thoreupon call for the 
licence and endorse thereon the transfer after observance of bye -law 6 . 

9 . Licences for rickshaws to ply for hire shall be granted on the following 
conditions : 

(a ) that the liccneee shall kcep the rickshaw clean and in good repair ; 
(b ) that the licensee shall not carry or permit to be carried in the 

rickshaw , persons exceeding the number and the luggage 

exceeding the weight specified in bye -law 7 ; 
( o ) that the licensee shall not permit any person to propel the rickshaw , 

who has not beon licensed for such purpose under bye-law 11. 
( d ) that the licensee shall not demand any fare in excess of the maximum 

fare specified in the schedule appended to these bye - laws; 
( e ) that on a demand made by any person at any time of the day or 

night while the rickshuw is plying for hire , the lioengee shall not 
without reasonable cause , the burden of proving which shall be 
on him , refuse to let on hire the rickshaw with a driver to propel 
1t ;

a copy of the authorised table of fares ; 
( s ) that should the licensee cany or permit to be carried in the rickshaw 

žiny person who is suffering from any infrctious or contagious 
dispuse , or the corpse ol any person who has died of auch disease , 
hle shull immediately after toimination of his Ongagement for 
auch purpose, intimate the fact to the Executive Officer, and shall 
not subsequently carry any othor Passenger in such rickshaw 
whether for hire or otherwiso , until such rickshaw has been 
disinfected to the satisfaction of such officer and a certificate has 
been granted by him stating that it can be used without causing 

risk of infection ; 
(h ) that the licensee shall immediately cause to be returned to the 

owner , if knowi), or to be deposited at the nearest police station 

any property left by the passenger in the rickshaw ; 
(i) that the licensee shall for the purpose of inspection permit the 

Licensing Officer , Licensing Inypoctor or any person specially 
authorised by the Executive Officer in this behalf , to enter upon 
the premises where any rickshaw is kept and shall also get the 
ricksliaw inspecter by any of such officers in the Cantonment 
Board Office , within 24 hours of the notice to do so or at such 

intervals as may be notified by the Licensing Officer ; 
(i) that for the breach of any of these conditions the licence may be 

suspended or cancelled by the Liconging Officer 
Provided that a rickshaw kopt within an adjoining municipal limits and 
licensed by the Municipal Board may bring passengers from the municipal 
area into the Cantonmont limits . 

10 . No person shall propel a licensed rickshaw for hire except under a licence 
to be granted in this behalf by the Executive Officer 

11 . A licence to propel a licensed rickshaw for hire shall, on payment of a 
fee of rupce one per annum , be issued by the Licensing Officer, in the form 
appended to these bye-laws . 

Provided that the Licensing Officer may refuse to grant a licence to any 
person if in his opinion the person applying for a licence 18 unfit to propel or is 
under 20 years of age. 

Provided further that no guch licence shall be issued or renewed , unless 
the person concerned has been medically examined and passed by the Medical 
Officer in charge, Cantonment Board Hospital as fit to propel a rickshaw . 

12 . A licence to propel a licensed rickshaw for hire shall be subject to the 
following conditions : 
( a ) that the licensee shall always when propolling & licensed rickshaw 

carry with him his licence and shall on demand , produce it for 
inspection by any person hiring such rickshaw or by the Executive 
Oficer or any einployee of the Cantonment Board authorised in 
this behalf . The licence sball contain a bust photograph of the 

licensee (driver ) which shall be supplied by him at his own cost; 
(b ) that the licensee shall always , when propelling a licensed rickshaw , 

wear on his arm the metal badge which shall be supplied to him 
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at a price fixed by the Cantonment Board , when the licence is 
issued to him ; 


( c ) that the licenseo shull always , when propelling a licensed rickshaw , 

wear such clothing as may be specified by the Cantonment Board , 
und shall keep such clothing in a clean and tidy condition ; 


(d ) that the licensec shall not demand any fare in 

specified in the schedule annexed hereto ;

( e ) that the liconsec shall not propel a licensed rickshaw while drunk 

or while suffering from any infectious or contagious disease , and 
shall 110t , while in charge of a licensed rickshaw , uge insulting ,

(f) that the licensco shall not carry or permit to be carried in the 

licensed rickshaw , perdons exceeding the number and luggage 

excecding the weight specified in bye -law 7 ; 
( g ) that the licensee shall not, wlen awaiting pagsengers , park the 

rickshaw at any place in a public street except at a Aland allotted . 
for this purpose by tho Cantonment Board ; 


( h ) that the licensca shull immediately return to the owlicr, if known , or 

deposit at thH 162rest police station Any property left by the 
passenger in the rickshaw ; 


(i) that should the licensue carry or perniit to be carried in a licealisod 

rickshaw of which he is in charge , uny person who is puffcring 
frorn any infectious or contagious clisease or the corpse of any 
person who has died of such discuse , ho shall immediately after. 
the tormination of his cngageincnt for such purposer, intimute thy 
fact to tho Executive Oficer , and shall not subscquenty carry any 
other punsonger in such rickshw , whether for hire or otherwise , 
until such rickshaw has been disintocted to the satisfaction of 
Executive Oliver and a certificate has been granted stating that 
it can be used without causing risk of infection ; 


(i) that the licensen whall 1101 without roasonabe cause , the burden of 

proving which shull lie upon him , refuse to lot on hire or to propol 
& liconscd rickshaw of which he is in charge iſ any person 
demands it ; 


(k ) thut for broach of these conditions the licence may be suspended or 

cancelled by the Licensing Officer . 


18 . The naximum fare to be charged for tho hire of rickshaws and for 
persons ongaged to propel them , shall be in accordance with the schedule 
annoxcd to theso bye-laws. 


14 . Penalty . - -Any person committing a breach of any of these bye- laws 
shall , on conviction by it magistralo , be punishable with fine which may extend 
to fifty rupees and in the case of a continuing breach with an additional fue 
which may extend to fivu rupees for every day during which such broach 
continuos ufler conviction for the first such broach .

1. Every person who owns or keeps a bicycle , tricycle , or autocycle, shall 
be the person liable to pay the tax as defined on the Government of India 
Gazette Notification No. 437 dated 19th March 1949, 


2 . Every person who is liablo for payment of the tax under the preceding 
bye -laws shall apply in form " A " appended to these bye -laws to the Canton 
ment Executive Officer , within fifteen days of the possession of the vehicles 
liable to be taxed , for registration of the same.

11. No tax shall be payable by the cycle dealers in respect of new ( veles 
kept by thom or by visitors and guests staying at the station for a period not 
exceeding fifteen duys . 


12 , Any vehiclo liable to be taxed out for which the tax has not been 
paid or which is without a number plate , if found on any public place , shall be 
liable to be seized by the Cantonment Exocutive Officer or any persoll authoris 
ed in this behalf by the Cantonment Board and detained at the Cantonment 
Bonid Storc, Cantonment Board s office or any other plain set apart for the 
purpose , and will only be released on composition of the offence and payment 
of the tax thereof.

1. All births and deaths which take place within the limits of the Canton 
ment and are reported in compliance with these bye -laws shall be registered ab 
the office of the Cantonment Board . 

2. The Executive Officer shall maintain or cause to be maintained by such 
official or offiçials as may be appointed by him for the purpose , separate registers 
for the registration of births and deaths : 

Provided that in the case of foreigners an additional register for birthe end 
deaths shall be maintained .

The Houd or manager or the person incharge of every olub , 
hotel, orphanage, boarding house , mosque, temple , or any other such establish 
ment situated within Cantoninont liinits , shall report to the Executive Officer , 
within forty -oight hours after the event, the occurrence of overy birtb or death 
in any of tho aforesaid places under his control. 

10 . If a dead body is found exposed or in suspicious circumstances within 
Cantonmunt liinits the Officer -in -Charge of the Police Station , within whose 
jurisdiction such body is found , shall report the fact to the Executive Officer 
within forty -cight hours of his becoming aware of it, and shall send a written 
statement of the viroumstances in which death would appear to have been 
caused , togother with a cortificate of a Medical Officer explaining of the cause 
of death , 

11 . On receipt of any such report as is mentioned in the foregoing bye - laws, 
the Executive Officer shall either hinsell, or through any pusoll mirthor ved hy 
him in his bohall, register free of charge the birth or death in the appropriate 
register maintained for the purpose . 

12 . Any person may inspect a register of births ou donths on payment of a 
fec of one rupeo . 

13 . Any persou applying for a certified copy of an entry in the birth or 
death register shall be furnished with such copy, signed by the Executive Officer 
and sented with the seal of the Cantonment Board , on payment of such fee as 
may be prescribed by the Cantonment Board , in this behalf. 

14 . No person shall wilfully destroy, alter or mutilate , or cause to be destroy 
ed , alterod or mutilated , any register of births or deaths, or shall wilfully insert 
or cause to be inserted , in any such register or certified copy thereof any false 
outry with regard to any birth or death and no person entrusted with the main 
tenance of any such register shall without roasonablo cause , refuse or omit to 
enter in tho appropriate register any birth or death reported to him . 

15 . ( 1 ) Any clorioal error which may , at any tirue, be discovered in any 
register of births or deaths may be corrected by the Executive Officer. 

( 2 ) An error of fact or substance in any register of births or deaths may be 
corrected by the Executive Officer, by an entry in the margin , without any 
alteration of the original entry , upon production by the person requiring such 
correction of the declaration on oath or solemn affirmation , setting forth the 
nature of the crror and the truo fact of the case , made bofore a Magistrate of the 
1st Class , by the person required to give information concerning the birth or death 
with referonce to which the error has been made or , in default of such person , 
by two respectable persons having knowledge of the case , and certified by such 
Magistrate to have boen made in his presence. 

(3 ) Except as provided in Clauses (1) and ( 2), no alteration shall be made 
in any of the registers . 

16 . Whenover uny census is undertaken by the Cantonment Board , or by 
Govorment, the owner or occupier of every building or any part thereof, within 
Cantonment limits , shall give all Cantonmont Board or Government employees 
Authorised in this behalf free access to any building or any part thereof, as the
